Propaganda against the statute wi.'.! therefore use the 
arguoient that it aims to subdue Germaiy pe.vmanantly and cons til a -51c n-- 
ally under a' foreign capitalist over lordship. Such an arguraent,, it 
is believed, will be eminently successful in view of the hosfil.e 
attitude of most Germans toward all the occupying powers.
